THE FEELING ON THE WORK OF 
THE CONVENTION. 


The Vote for Governor—The Majority or Two-Thirds 
Rule—Phe Organization of tho Convention. 
For the Stace at Large—Executive Com- 
mitee—Mr. Stephens’s Arrival. 


To-morrow morning will witabee the open- 
ing of the convention that will select the ad- 
ministration of Georgia for the next two 
years, a congressman-at-large who will rep- 
resent the state as her senator in the lower 
house, and perhaps determine permanently 
the rule by which democratic conventions 
shall be goverened hereafter in Georgia. 

It is thought by many that to-morrow will 
witness the closing, as well as the opening of 
this convention. There would be no doubt 
of this were the governor the only officer to 
elect. It is however, that 
there will be over the rule 
that will result in a lengthy 
debate, and it is possible that 
the contest over a congressman from the 
state at large may last through several ballots. 
These two things combined may carry the 

convention into Thursday—but there is no 
-_ reason to believe that it will last longer than 
two days, if it passes the limit of one day. 

The delegates arrived briskly through yes- 
terday,. showing more interest than is usual 
in state conventions, exeept, of course, the 
last convention which was unprecedented 
in all its features. There was little 
excitement over the governorship, it being 
generally conceded that Mr. Stepbens had a 

yalk-over, no matter what rule was adopted. 
On the rule there were pretty aggressive 
opinions expressed on either side, and on 
large any sort of estimate 
that was wanted. Each candidate for this 
-Otfice declared that he would stay in the 
field to the last—and the friends of each man 
seemed to be enthusiastic. 

As to the shifting phases of the canvas de- 
veloped yesterday we refer our readers to

THE VOTE FOR GOVEBNOR, 

We omit the table of counties in which we have 
put estimates of the strength of each candidate for 
governor this norning. There has been no change 
since we published a table on Sunday, except that 
Henry county must be added to Mr. Bacon’s column 
which gives him ninety-one certain votes. As re 
gards the vote of Major Bacon, it is, of 
course, understood that we do not at- 
tempt to gauge its limit. We sim- 
bly put what votes he has certainly secured. That 
he may get many other votes which are anti Ste- 
phens and a large share of the uninstructed votes 
we do not deny. In this way his vote may run, and 
probably will run, considerably over the estimate 
we may have made. The main pointin our esti- 
mate is the strength of Mr. Stephens’s vote. The 
campaign has been made upon the issue of 
Stephens and anti-Stephens, and the 
real measure was the stephens vote. Long 
ago we predicted that this vote would reach 204, 
and goaboveit. Since the counties have acted, we 
find that he is certain of about 220 votes. Our opin- 
ion is that he will swt fall five votes below this es- 
timate, and thathe may go considerably over it. 
We found on yesterday that many of the unin- 
structed votes were favorable to Mr. Ste- 
phens, and that some of the votes 
instructed esgainst him announced that 
they wouJd not make a stubborn resistance if they 
found that he was the choice of a decided majority 
of the delegates. A spirit of accommodation was 
noticeable on all sides, and we do not see the possi- 
bility of anything like a bitter struggle over 
the governorship, no matter what rule is adopted. 

FOR THE STATE-AT-LARGE., 

“T have never wiitten a letter, I have never asked 
for a vote in this canvass,’’ was the way Colonel 
Hardeman met an inquirer. “My friends have 
made use of my name for the position of congress- 
Man at-large; all the work- has been theirs, and in 
their hands I leave the result ”’ 

“Then you will remain in the field till the end?” 

“Having been brought forward in the manner 
stated, my candidacy is the work of my friends, 
and unless they-take me down, nobody else can. 
When they conclude to take me down I will make 
it known over my own signatuge. So you may state 
that I am in the field until the last Ballot is cast.’’ 

THE MAJORITY RULE, 

We found on yesterday more feeling in favor of 
the majority rule among the delegates who were 
uninstructed than we had supposed. It our 
opinion that the solid vote of Richmond county: 
which has been put in the uninstructed column, 
will be cast for the majority rule, and it has 
advocaies elsewhere, and as a clear ma- 
jority of the convention are either instructed or 
are outspoken in favor of the majority rule, we 
confess frankly that we do not see how itis possible 
to avoid adopting it. The people have ordered it. 
Hon. Henry R. Harris, of Meriwether county, said: 

‘‘l am in favor of nominating Mr. Stephens under 
the two-thirds rule. Lama Stephens man, and I 
feel confident that he can be nominated under 
either rule. I think it is best to give him the 
nomination by a two-thirds vote, 80 
that there can be no ground 
for complaint in any wing of the party. After that 
if it is desirable to adopt the majority rule it 
might be done, letting it be understood that it 
would work in the next state convention, 

On the other hand there area great many who 
understand that the conveition has no diseretion, 
as enough delegates huye been instructed for the 
majority rule to make its adoption a certainty, and 
if there isany complaint egainst it, that complaint 
must be directed to the people who instructed the 
delegates, and not to .he delegates who simply car- 
ried out instructions. 

The two-thirds rule has strong advocatesin the 
convention, and it is said that a failure to adopt it 
will cause trouble.

WasHiIneton, July 15.—General Swaim, 
who was appointed judge advocate-general by 
Hayes in the closing weeks of his adminis- 
tration as a personal favor to General Garfield, 
isin hot water with his associates at the war 
department and with Secretary Lincoln. 
Swaim bas become known since his appoint- 
ment chiefly for his attendance at Gartield’s 
sick-bed, and for his extraordinary military 
decisions, notably in Sergeant Mason's case. 
It seems now also that Swaim has attempted 
to dispose of some of the associatesover whom 
he had been arbitrarily jumped by assignment 
to their posts, with the view evidently of 
fridding himself of a presence that could not 
have been agreeable. Seeretary Lincoln 
stepped in and prevented the assignments. 
Karly jealousies were thus inflamed, and 
Swaim proceeded to work out his feelings by 
disapproving and rewriting opinions prepared 
in accordance with the usual form and custom 
in his office. He soon found himself thor- 
oughly disliked. The quarrel having now be- 
come public property, a pretty mess is likely 
to be developed, with Swaim on one side and 
Secretary Lincoln and all the interested par- 
ties onthe other. It will hinge chiefly upof 
the question of Swaim’s competency for the 
place, involving the manner of his appoint- 
ment, and is not unlikely to lead to his resig- 
nation.

STARVING REFUGEES, 


Two Hunodred and Fifty Refugees Thrown Upon the 
Jews of Cincinnati Without Netice. 


CrxcrnnaTI, July 17.—The arrival of 250 
Jewish Russian mfugees on Saturday, who 
were sent here in a sturving condition and 
without a word of notice to the Jewish relief 
committee of this city, has created-considera- 
ble indignation among the Israelites here, 
and they have cabled to the relief committee 
in London and Hamburg to send no more 
here. Inthe meantime the most vigorous 
measures have been taken to relieve the im- 
mediate necessities of the refugees and obtain 
for them permanent homes and employment. 
Subscriptions amounting to $2,000 have al- 
ready been received, and a soliciting commit- 
tee has been appointed to collect more.

AWAITING AN ATTACK. 
During the night there was a report that 
Arabi Pasha was marching upon Alexandria. 
Admiral Seymour did not credit the report, 
tut he took procautions. The night passed 
qufetiy. Orders have been given to send ail 
marauders to headquarters with a written 
statement of their cases to be flogged. Incen- 
diaries will continue to be shot. Five rebei 
soldieis, captures by the marines, have been 
handed over to the khedive, and will be shot 
by the local Egyptian troops to-day. The 
khedive has dismissed Arabi Pasha from the 
ministry of war. The fire continues. The 
aspect of the town is indescribable’ It re- 
minds the spectator of Pompei. Whole fami- 
lies of Europeans have disappeared. It is be- 
lieved they were thrown into the flames. 
Admiral Seymour has issued a manifesto 
announcing that he has undertaken, with the 
consent of the Egyptian government, the re- 
storation of order. Nobody is allowed to 
leave the town after sunset. Several fresh 
fires occurred last night. Troops from the 
troop ship. famer are disembarking and 
will raise’ the total British force 
ashore to 6,000 men. The war 
steamer Pelican intercepted two regiments 
going to Port Said from Cypress, and ordered 
them to Alexandria. A dispatch from Alex- 
andria to the Times says that Toulba Pasna, 
the military commander of Alex- 
andria, is stated to have per- 
sonally engaged in. looting and. arson. 
The Austrian consul isthe ony foreign di§ 
plomut who has thoughtit necessary to quit 
Alexandria. He has gone to Port Said. 
Dervisch Pasha states he has sent 
fifteen telegrams to’ Constantinople for 
troops, Whiche are all unanswered. The 
Egyptian Gazette was published to-day. A 
native newspaper was started under control 
of the British authorities. The reports con- 
cerning the proximity of large bodies of Be- 
douins are untrue. The English are gradually 
getting the place in order, and there are 
many people in town to-day, but the Arabs 
are stiil setting fire to some parts Of the city. 
Messrs. Auckland and: Calvin have issued a 
proclamation to the  IDedouins, hop- 
ing to save Cairo. Arabi has issued 
a proclamation declaring that the 
Arabs must pay all taxes to him. 
The Times this morning’ says _ the 
offer of rations which Admiral Seymour had 
made to such Egyptian soldiers as choose to 
return to allegiance to the khedive will be 
considerable inducement to loyalty, and will 
increase the staff available for pressing opera- 
tions. The English sailors have flogged ten 
Arabs guilty of arson, rape and pillage. Five 
men were publicly shot, tour for murder and 
one asaspy. Hundreds of yersons are house- 
less and starving. 
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THE RAGING CANAL. 


Vessolsa Passing through Suez—Egyptian Guanbouts 
Detained. 

Loxpon, July 17.—The Observer to-day says: 
The torpedo boats at Davenport have been 
ordered to prepare for sea. It is believed that 
they will be used for patrolling the Suez ca- 
nal, They are capable of a speed of 24 miles 
an hour. We have reason to belteve that it is 
intended to send an Egyptian reserve squad- 
ron under the aguke of Edinburgh. The com- 
mander of the Iris has sent a perempto- 
rary message ordering the Egyptian men 
of wur not tu leave Suez 
until he has received instructions. It 
stated that this has been issued because the 
Egyptian commanders~ intended taking his 
vessel through the canal. Captains are no 
longer cautioned before entering the canal, 
but all vessels are thoroughly searched before 
proceeding. The Agincourt, Solomis and 
Northumberland, the last with 700 men, amd 
the hired transport Norissa, with Major-Gen- 
eral Allison, sailed from Cypress for Egypt 
on Saturday morning. The Taniur, 41 ma- 
rines, arrived at Limosel during the nightand 
started for Alexandria immediately, 

A dispatch from Port Said to the Daily News, 
dated yesterday: There is an immense num- 
ber of refugees here. Many women and chil- 
dren are expected to-day. The Europeans 
are imperfectly armed with revolvers and 
sporting guns. They fear they will 
be attacked a large force of 
Bedouins, who, it is stated, are 
assembling in ‘the desert. There are 1,500 
Arabs at Fort Quelmi, six miles hence, who 
are-throwing up earthworks. Three British, 
four French, two Italian men-of-war and one 
Spanish war ships are in the harbor. The 
government is loyal to the khedive, but an 
Egyptian colonel who commands two hundred 
and fifty men here is suspected of disloyalty. 

Lonpon, July 17.—The Times Paris corres- 
pondent reports that the cabinet council has 
resolved to accept the invitation to protect 
the Suez canal jointly with England. The 
Daily News’ dispatch from Marseille says six 
Freoch transports have been ordered to get 
ready to embark troops.

Their Part in the Oecupation of Alexandria—A Deft 
llandling of Gunpowder. 

Lonpon, July 17.—A correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph sends the following: ‘*Alex- 
andria, July 16 —4 p.m. I visited the Ameri- 
can consulate to-day, and found it occupied 
by sixty American marines and twenty 
sailors, with a small gun. ‘Phe houses around 
being on fire, the Americans were preparing 
to blow them up ir order to save the consulate. 
How the Americans managed to get the 
gunpowder into the square ». 2 
mystery, as the air is literally 
full’ of sparks, However, they. succeeded 
and brought down the hoses in the vicinity 
of the consulate and the palace of justice. So 
bad was the condition of the streets.that the 
American marines insisted on guarding us to 
our landing place, many cutthroats being 
abroad. The English occupy the palace of 
justice’as their consulate and the French have 
taken the hotel Abbott for a similar purpose. 
The Americans are sending out parties to bury 
the dead. The English are pumping water on 
the burning houses. The Americans are send- 
ing nearly all their marines back tothe ships. 
One result of the shops being’ broken into is 
the cdemoralization of the soldiers and _ sail- 
ors. Oneof the American sailors was cut 
down to-day bv his officer, Lieutenant Gra- 
ham, for bad behavior. ‘The refugees con- 
tinue to be found. A large number of dead 
were buried “to-day. any houses were 
blown up by the Engi h and Americans in 
order to stop the fire. The American part 
of one hundred are again doing good wedk 
to duy,

fhey say that Arabi’s cavalry are making re- 
quisitionsin the country for horses. The 
officers say itis Arabi’s intention to cut the 
fresh water canal, which supplies the town. 
Arabi Pasha telegraphed vesterday to the khe- 
dive oflering to come in -with his 
army to subdue the tire caused 
by the English guns. He said he had already 
sent a party to do this, but they had been 
fired upon at the gates. Lord Charles Beres- 
ford has, in consequence of the rumor as to 
Arabi’s intentiogp to cut thé canal, given or- 
ders for the filling of all tanks’and cisterns. 
A proclamation declaring the city under 
martial law will be issued to-night 
under the authority of the khedive. 
General Stone Pasha, is giving Admiral 
Seymour the benefit of his, knowledge of the 
country. The Times bas the following dis- 
patch: Alexandria, July 16.—It is stated that 
Arabi Pasha is marching on Port Said with 
fifteen hundred men, and that a large force 

of Bedouins is apparently following them.

A Statement of Reasons Made in the House of Com 
mons. 

Lonpon, July 17.—In the house of commons 
to-day Sir Charles Dilke said the porte had 
not yet definitely answered the identical note 
of the powers asking for a dispatch of Turkish 
troops to Egypt. Mr. Gorst, conservative 
member for Chatham, gave-notice of a motion 
of censure relative to the failure of the gov- 
ernment to prevent the destruction of Alex- 
andria. Campbell Baunerman, financial sec- 
retary of the war office; read a telegram from 
Rear-Admiral Hoskins, at,Port Said, saying 
that all was quiet there. 

BRIGHT'S REASONS GIVEN. 

Last evening John Bright, referring to his 
resignation, stated that he had nothing to 
explain or defend. The sole reason of his 
retirement was that he could not concur in 
ihe government's Egyptian policy. He had 
for forty years held and taught the doc- 
trine that he still believed, and he could not 
consistently approve of the proceedings at 
Alexandria. He believed the moral law ap- 
plied to naiions as well as to individuals, and 
that the proceedings he disapproved were 
a violation thereof, and of international law. 
lf he had not sooner retired it was because of 
bis high regard for Mr. Gladstone and his 
other colleagues. In a disagreement so fun- 
damental he would have either bad to sub 
mit to measures he entirely condemned or 
have been in constant conflict with his col- 
leagues. Mr. Gladstone briefly and highly 
eulogised Mr. Bright. He said he agreed 
with his principles but not with hjs applica- 
tion of them. 


TURKISH INTERVENTION, 


What the Porte Proposes to Do—A Council with the 
Ambassadors. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 17.—The conditions 
of Turkish intervention in Egypt are under- 
stood to be as follows: The occupation. of 
Ezypt is to be limited to three months, at the 
expiration of which the kbhedive can demand 
a prolongation. Cost is to be defrayed by 
Egypt. No European commissioners are to 
accampany the Turkish troops. It is believed 
that the porte will refuse to dispatch an expe- 
dition. The porte has requested the ambas- 
sadors to attend a conference to-night, the 
sultan presiding. The German agent at Cairo 
telegraphed on the 13th instant that the city 
was quiet and that he believed Arabi Pasha 
Was organizing resistance near Alexandria. 

A dispatch trom Cuonstantinopleto Reuter’s 
telegram company states that the occupation 
of Kyypt in the case of Turkishintervertion is 
to be limited to six months instead of three 
months. The objects of the occupation will 
probably be defined as follows: The termi- 
nation of anarchy, the re-establishment cf 
the statues quo, the reorganization of the 
army and development of popular liberties. 
It is proposed that the khedive shall super- 
vise the work of the occupying troops,

ROUTE FINANCIERING. 


The Attempt ef Walsh te Connect the Rotten Senster 
from Louisiana With the Ster Rvute Swindles 
Diseuseed by Wa. P. Keliogg—Action of 
tae Grand Jury Considered the Ead. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Wasuineton, July 17.—The New York 
Herald and Times to-day published. inter- 
views with Johp A. Walsh, of New Orleans, in 
which the testimony which Walsh gave before 
the star ronte grand jury is detailed, and 
copies are printed of the checks which he 
then produced in the evidence of 
Senator’ Kellogg’s complicity in star 
route conspiracy. To nigat Senator 
Kellogg furnishes for pubiication the follow- 
ins rd: ‘‘Washington, D. C., July 17.— 
With reference to the interviews published in 
two New York journals this morning in 
which John A. Walsh attempts to connect 
me with the star route cases, i have only this 
to say: The grand jury of the District of 
Columbia, composed of twenty-three of the 
best citizens of Washington, a majority of 
whom are opposed to me _ politically, 
last week, carefully and thoroughly examined 
the checks, etc., in Walsh’s possession, and 
heard all he had te say which tended in any 
way to connect me with the star route cases. 
I understand that every member of that jury 
exonerated me from any complicity with 
these cases. The statements of Walsh are 
composed of truth and falsehood, which are 
so skilfully woven together as to create an 
impression unfavorable to me. {t is true that 
I had the misfortune to have some business 
relations with Walsh in his capacity of bank- 
er. lam sure that if the testumony of Walsh 
before the grand jury were given to the 
public as it was given to the grand jury, the 
public could not resist reaching the same con- 
clusion that the grand jury reached. The pur- 
pose Of Walsh, evidently, in making the 
public statement is to place himself in a bet- 
ter ligyt before the public than that in which 
the grand jury left bim when they came into 
court and said, by their action, that his testi- 
mony was not worthy of belief. The action 
of the grand jury relieves me of the necessi- 
ty of replying to Walsh’s — statement 
in detail. If 1 deemed it necessary I 
could readily and _— satisfactorily explain 
how Walsh came into possession of the checks 
referred to by him. I amconfident, however, 
that the public are satisfied that the grand 
jury found that the possession of these checks 
by Walsh did notresult from any illegitimate 
or dishonorable business transaction on 
my part. The whole’ matter having 
been settled by the legally constituted 
authorities, I do not propose, now, to discuss 
it in the newspapers. If, however, when 
the grand jury again meet, they desire to in- 
stitute an enquiry as to whether Walsh fas 
been guilty of perjury in stating that he di- 
vided proceeds of postal drafts referred to by 
him between myself and Mr. Brady, or in 
making other statements affecting me, I 
shall hold myself ready to go before them for 
examination..’’

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THE UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 


Work Laid Out for Congress During the Week—The 
Centested Election Cases. 
WasHinoton, July 17.—The unfinished busi- 
ness to be laid before the senate to-day ag the 
regular order, is the house bill to reduce in- 
ternal taxation, together with the finance 
committee amendment, proposing sundry 
important changes in the tariff laws. There 
is some talk of laying this measure tempo- 
rarily aside to-morrow in order to bring for- 
ward the naval appropriation bill, but the 
consideration of the tax bill will be contin 
ued for a day or two, and then be interrupted 
by the naval bill. which will doubtlessin that 
event be passed on Wednesdey or. Thurs- 
day. Itis also highly probably that the 
tax bill will again be laid _ aside, 
when, the sundry civil appropriation bill 
reaches the stage of readiness for the senate’s 
action,there being a very general concurrence 
of opinion that the two remaining appropria- 
tion bills should be given thé precedence, 
both in order to aflord the proper amount of 
time for their consideration by the commit- 
tee of conference prior to their ultimate en- 
actment, and asa means of really hastening 
action upon the tax bill. It is argued with 
apparent force that the prior passage of all 
the. appropriation bills and the consequent 
possibility of an early adjournment, would 
have the effect of inducing senators to make 
comparatively brief speeches upon this meas- 
ure, and confine themselves mainly to offer- 
ing and voting upon the amendments, in- 
stead of launching out upon the boundless 
sea Of discussion. On Tuesday the republi- 
can majority inthe house expect to call up 
the South Carolina contested election case of 
Smails vs. Tillman, and to =. follow 
it up with the Alabama case of 
Smith vs. Shelley. The consideration 
of these cases, with occasional interruptions 
to admit of action on the conference reports 
or senate amendments, or to the appropria- 
tion bills, will probably occupy fhe remain- 
der ot the week, except in the contingency_of 
the failure of the republicans to secure the at- 
tendance of a quorum of theirown number, 
in which event the time will be utibized by 
proceeding to miscellaneous business on the 
speaker's table and on the house calendar.

A YANKEE ZONE 


T° Separate Gautamalan and Mexican Territory— 


Barries’s Miasien- 

Special Dispatch to The Constitution. 

Wasaineton, July 17.—The arrival in the 
United States of Genera! Barrios, president of 
the republic of Guatemala, and his under. 
stood, if not directly expressed intention, of 
asking the intercession of this  gov- 
eroment in. the disputed question of 
the boundary between Guatemala and 
Mexico, gives a fresh interest at the present 
time to the letters written to the state depart- 
ment by C. A. Logan, late minister ot the 
United States to Central America, which were 
recently laid before congress in. @ mass of 
other diplomatic correspondence, but which 
have had only partial and fragmentary pub- 
lication. ‘ 

In the letter to Secretary Blaine, dated 
Gautemala City, May 27th, 1881, Mr. Logan 
apprised the secretary of the state that the 
governinent of Gautemala had urged the 
United States, through him, to accept territo- 
ry in Central America. In another anda 
later dispatch, dated June 25th, 1881, 
Mr. Logan was still more ex 
ylicit with regerd to the desire of 
Presidvet Barries to cede to the United 
States or some European power the territery 
in dispute. In this letter said: ‘“The Gua- 
temalan government, in determining to cede 
Soconusco, or her right to it, at least, to a for- 
eign power, hoped to puta stopin that way 
to aggressions of our powerful neighbor. The 
idea is nota bad one. I am confident that as 
yet no communication upon the subject with 
the representatives of any foreign power has 
taken place I have a belief, however, that 
should the Un.ted States decline any interest 
in these offerings, the proposition will 
be made in some other quarter.” 

The extracts above quoted from Minister 
Logan's letters may perbaps be taken as indi- 
cations of the nature and importance of 
President Barrios’s mission to the United 
States, which is regarded in diplomatic cir- 
cles with much interest. 


THE REVENUE BILL. 


The Senate Employes—Discussion Betweem Messre 
Hewltt and Rebeson. | 
WasHiInoton, July 17.—The senate met at 
ii o'clock this morning. Mr. Harris pre. 
sented thé memorial of the cotton exchange 
of Memphis, Teanessee, for the abolition of 
the duty on cottah ties. The committee on 
conference on the legislative, judicial and 
| esau appropriation bill reported that it 
thad been unable to agree. Mr. Allisop 
stated that the conferees had agreed upon 
nearly every item in the bill, the main point 
of difference being as to the rate of 
compensation to be paid to the house and 
senate employes. The house insisted that it 
bad the right declare what should be the 
number and salaries of senate employes, 
while the conferees on the part of the senate 
asserted that that body was the best judge of 
the character of its employes, their compen- 
sation and the number necessary to transact 
business, Altera long discussion the confer- 
ence report was agreed to, and a new confer- 
ence eomiittee, consisting of Messrs. Allison, 
Dawes and Davis, of West Virginia, was ap- 
pointed. After a stateraent by Mr. Hale 
that he would — call up the naval 
appropriation bill to-morrow, the senate re-— 
sumed consideration of the internal revenue 
bilé, Mr. Morrill giving notice that he would 
antagonize the naval and every other bill 
until that measure was disposed of. Mr. 
George advocated the adoption of an amend- 
ment which he proposed to offer repealing 
the duty on machinery for the manutacture 
of cotton or woolen goods, on agricultural 
implements and on cotton-ties. Passin 
on to a review of the bill, he sai 
that it seemed to have been expressly framed 
in the interest of capital against the interest 
of the poor. The presiding officer stated that 
the pending amendment was that offered by 
Mr. Beck reducing the tax on manufactared 
tobacco to ten cents per pound. Mr. Beck 
supported the proposition as being one of 
substantial relief. Mr Jonnson advocated the 
proposed amendment reducing tax on tobacco 
to eight cents per pound. Pending discussion 
the subject went over. After executive ses- 

sion, the senate adjourned. 
ROBINSON'S IRISH RESOLCUTIONS. 

In the house, Mr. Pound, of Wisconsin, 
gave notice that he would to-morrow offer a - 
resolution providing that for the remainder 
of the session, one hour should be given daily, 
after the reading of the journal to the call of 
committees for reports on the senate bills 
that had received favorable consideration by 
such committees, each committee to be at 
liberty to make two reports, and the debate 
on each to be limited to ten minutes. Messrs. 
Page, Townsend, of Ohio, and Reagan, were 
appointed conferees on the river and harbor 
appropriation bill. Under the call of the 
states the following were introduced: By Mr. 
Cox, of New York—A resolution requesting 
the president to insist on the release of the 
remaining American citizens imprisoned by 
the British government under suspension of 
law in Ireland, particularly in the case of Dr. 
Sweeney, of California. hy Mr. Robinson, 
of New York—A resolution requesting the 
president to inform the house when it may 
expect an answer to its resolution of June 19 
relative to American citizens suffering 
imprisonment in British jails; also whether 
any correspondence has taken place with 
James Russell Lowell (nominally American 
minister to Great Britain, but really doin 
police duty or detective work under Lor 
Granville) relative to bis resignation or recall; 
also calling on the secretary of state fora 
communication of the telegrams relating to 
American citizens in British prisons, the pub- 
lication of which had been heretofore deemed 
incompatible with the public interests, so 
that they may be considered 1n secret session 
of the house or the committee on foreign affairs; 
also calling on the secretary of state for in- 
formation as to the Panama ship canal, and 
whether it is not advisable at this time to re- 
assert the intent of the United States govern- 
ment to allow no intervention of Kuropean 
governments in public affairs on this conti- 
nent; also calling on the secretary of the 
navy for the instructions under which Com- 
madore Nfcholson threatened to open fire on 
the city of Alexandria under certain contin- 
gencies, and to inform the government 
whether American sailors and officers are 
performing police duty in Alexandria under 
a British admiral, and if so by what authority. 
All these resolutions were referred to the 
committee on foreign affairs. 

A PERSONAL DEBATE, 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, rose to a ques 
tion of personal and parliamentary privilege, 
and called attention toa pussage printed in 
the Record as purporting to have been spoken 
by Mr. Robeson, of New Jersey, but which 
that gentleman never uttered on the floor, to 
the effect that the presentation of the subject 
‘in regard to the navy) “‘by the gentleman 
(Mr. Hewitt’ was spurious, although it pre- 
tended to be candid; was extravagant, al- 
ihough it assumed to be careful, and 
was false, although claimed 
to be frank.’ The personal centroversy 
which followed between Mr. Hewitt, of New 
York, and Mr. Robeson was very bitter. Mr. 
Robeson withdrew the word ‘‘falicious,”’ 
which he had proposed to substitute for the 
word *‘false;’’ upbraided Mr. Hewitt with his 
connection with the Morey letter, and ridi- 
culed him for his pretentious to be a greater 
man than his father-in-law, Peter Cooper, and 
Mr. Hewit retaliated by saying that 
the man who would submit to be character- 
ized by his fellow members as a liar, perjurer 
and a thief was so low that anything he might 
say was of no consequence. The speaker de- 
clined to order the offensive sentence 
to be struck .from the Record. The 
call of committees for motions to suspend 
the rules occupied the remainder of the ses- 
sion after the controversy between Hewett 
and Robeson concluded. Several bills thus 
presented failed to pass. The bill authorizing 
the sale of the post office in Nassau street, 
New York, was discussed at considerable 
length and finally passed. After an amerid- 
ment fixing the upset price at six hundred 
thousand dollars the house adjourned, 
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Trouble in a Synagogue. 

MONTREAL, July 17.—At the St. Constant street 
Jewish synagogue seme prayers in Engli h have re- 
ceutiy been added to the usual Hebiew service. 
This gave offense toa few members, who caused 
some troweble,and hreats having been made, police 
were stationed at the synagogue Saturday during 
divine service, but no attempt was made by thedis- 
sentients to cause disturbance.

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EDUCATION AND CKIME. — 


Commencem:nt at Athens—Suicide at Athens—Mur- 
der at Rockmart—How a Negro Kept His Word. 
The Americus Light Infantry—How ihe 
Negro Bartley: Was Killed, E'c. 


Special Dispatch to The Constitution, 

Rockmart, July 17.—Late Saturday after- 
noon aserious riot occurred at the tunnel in 
Paulding county,seven miles from’ this place, 
in which one man was instant’y killed, an- 
other so seriously wounded that he must dié 
within a few bours, and four others more or 
less seriously injured by gunshot wounds. 
The disastrous affray had its origin some 
months ago, and it is thought here 
that the end has not been reached 
yet. Foralongtime a man by the name of 


Foote kept a whisky in this place, ‘but 
when Polk county voted ‘no whisky’’ he 
moved across the line into Paulding county 
and opened his saloon at the mouth of tie 
tunnel, where a large number of negroes were 
working for the Macon and Brunswick exten- 
sion company. When Foote was about to 
open his saloon near the tunnel, te managers 
ot the road attempted to prevent him, and 
in order to do su began buy- 
ing up the land. In their purchase they suc- 
ceeded in every attempt except one. Here 
Foote got ahead of them and built his saloon. 
Attached to it was a dance house in which 
a dozen or more of the filtbiest and blackest 
females held supreme — Here every 
night, after work, the hands were in the 
habit of congregating and to music as vile 
as the whisky, they danced until 
late at nigh. These nightly gath- 
crings were riches to the saloon but 
a disadvantage to the country. Among tle 
white men in the neighborhood was one 
Hicks, a desperate character, against whom 
there are several indjctments both in Polk 
and Paulding counties. Hicks frequented 
these places and was the cause of several bad 
disturbances which usually had a renewal 
whenever the dancers met. Finaily these 
rows grew so general] that a war between the 
two races in that locality became imminent. 
A few days ago some farmers came 
tothe camp tosell some peaches. During 
these transactions one of the vendor accused 
a negro boy of stealing some peaches, anda 
bloody fight was prevented by the departura 
of the tarmers. However, when they had 
gone ahundred yards oneof them fired at 
the negroes and arunning fight ensued in 
which fully tifty shots were exchanged. This 
affair increased the animosity and on Friday 
Hicks, armed with two revolvers and 
with his pockets full of cartridges, 
sought the camp and attempted to raise a 
racket, but failed. Saturday at 12 o'clock the 
laborers were paid off, and many of them, 
well armed, went to the dance house. About 
four o’clock Hicks made his appearance, and, 
backed by a crowd, attempted to disarm the 
negroes. Several of the number surrendered 
their pistois, but finally Tom Laws refused 
to give his. arms up. and. for his 
r fusal Was shot by some one 
in the Hickscrowd As soon as the pistol 
cracked the darkey fell to the ground danger- 
ously wounded and will surely die. The fall 
was the signal for a general fusilade, and in 
an instant Hicks was literally riddled with 
bullets, and four other men were more or less 
wounded. After the row—the negroes com- 
ing out conquerors—they took charge of the 
barand place and held a high hand. Yes- 
terday they declined to surrender 
to the sheriffs of Paulding and Polk county, 
who demanded the ones who caused the row, 
but late‘last night they agreed to give up 
eight of their number, who were the cause of 
ithe difficulty. This morning things are 
quiet, and the men have resumed work.

PEACH PR‘'FITS. 


How Marietta Mey Sold at a Loass—A Successful 
Fruit Grower. 
Special Correspondence of the Constitution. 
Marietta, July 15.—The peach crop is not 
turning out as favorably as was expected, 
the fruit rotting upon the trees. Some weeks 
since Mr. J. F. Lindley shipped ten crates 
peaches to Cincinnati. The crates cost him 
75 cents. After paying express charges and 
deducting the commission of the seller he 
had a balance of 17 cents, being 534 cents per 
bushel for peaches that were worth $..00 here. 
Another consignment from Leake & Mc- 
Cara was sold at alossof12 cents. Mr. Lindley 
has as fiae a market gardenasis to be found 
in the state, though he has only given it part 
of his time and attention. He had corn for 
market, June 9th, and some two weeks ago 
weighed a vunch of four tomatoes and their 
aggregate weight was four pounds. Out of 
grapes grown on his place last year he made 
wine which readily sold for $3.00 per gallon. 
He says vines can be planted at eight feet 
apart and with proper care can be made to 
produce five gallons wine per vine, which, if 
sold for one dollar, would beat one bale of 
cotton per acre pretty badly—cotton, say $50; 
grapes wine, at $1.00 per gallon, $676. Begin- 
ning June 17th, mail service has. been enter- 
ed from Canton to Ball Ground on the Mari- 
etta and North Georgia railroad, a distance of 
11 miles. 


HOW BENTLEY WAS KILLED.

GOV. BROWN’S GIFT, 


FULL TEXTOF THE TERMS OF THE 
DONATION. 


Autobiographical Details of the 
Life—Views onthe Duty of the State to Bduca- 
tion— His Reasons for Giving the Money. 
Sqind Advice for Poor Young Men. 


1882. 


ATHENS, Ga, July 1}, To the Board 
of Trustees of the University of Georgia: 
Gentlemen—!1 haye had the honor to hold the po- 
sition of truetree and member of your board for 
over a quarter ofacentury. During all this time 
I have felt great interest in the success and pros- 
perity of the university. : 

it has long been my wish to do something, which 
may afford substantial aid to it, and result in per- 
manent future good, to the people of this slate who 
have so iong sustained &i.d honored me. Iam now 
in better condition to carry out this cherished ob- 
ject than I have been atany timegince my connec- 
tipn with the board. 

Nearly one year ago my son, Charles McDonald 
Brown, @ noble Christian youth, of fine intellectual 
and business capacity, the soul of honor and integ- 
rity, who had been a student in the university, was 
taken from us by death. He was named for my 
true and cherished friend, the late Governor 
Charles J. McDonald. 

He was possessed of some estate, the bulk of which 


he left to me and his mother, giving small sums to 
each of his brothers and sisters in t ken of his love 
and affectionate regard forthem. He had bright 
prospects, andif he had lived @isht reasonably 
have been expected af no distantMay, at my death, 
to go ito the pussession of a considerable addition 
to his estate. 

Now, while it is my object to do something that 
will advance the interest of the uriversity and aid 
to some u-eful extentin the education of worthy 
young men of che state who are not able to educate 
themselves, | desire at the same time to perpetuate 
the name of my said deceased son in connection 
with the universi:y, and also that of my vld friend 
Governor McDonaiit, whose name he bore. Asa 
means ef dui:g this, 1 propose, with the consent of 
your honorable body, and upon the terms and con- 
ditions hereinafter mentioned, to make a donation 
to the university of fifty thousand dullass—money 
that might have been possesse. by my son if he had 
lived—to be known, and in all a publica- 
tions made by the university, desiguated as ‘*The 
Charles McDonald Brown scholarship fund,”’ 

‘this donation to be made on condi:ion that the 
state of Georgia will receive the said sum (which I 
will pay in cush into her treasury) to be used in 
pa) ticut of the public debt, or in such other man- 
lac. wd Ula} LO ios tue best interest of the state, and 
Will issuc aca ou..u vi VOUS Co the university bear- 
ing seven per cent interest, the interest to be paid 
semi-annually tothe university, the bond or obli- 
gation to run for fifty years. : 

At the lust session the general assembly passed an 
act to make permanent the endowment Of the uni- 
versily, Which provides in substance that whenever 
the trustees ‘of the University of Geergia shall, 
through their duly authorized agent orofthcer pre- 
sentat the state treasury for redemption nny valid, 
matured bond of the state as the property of the uni 
versity that the governor shall issue to the trustees 
in lieu of said matured bond, an obligation in 
writingin the nature of a bond, in an awount 
equal to said matured bond, falling due fifty years 
atler date of such issue, the same to bear interest at 
the rate of seven per cent per annuum, and not to be 
subject to be called ig fur reuemption by the state 
before that time, not fo be negotiable by the trus- 
tees but payable to them alone, to be issued under 
the great sex] of the siate, signed by the governor 
aud countersignued by the secretary of state, etc 

All ! ack is that the state 'rvat the amount which 
I propose to donute to the university, Just as she 
would treat any other amount of money which 
may be the property of the universily due at the 
maturity of any bond or bonds of the state belong- 
ing Ww the univer-11y. 

1 have long thoughtit the duty of the state to en- 
dow the university liberally, aud believe that wise 
statesmansbhip and sound policy dictated such a 
course. While the representatives of the people 
have net done what it seems to me would be wise 
in this particular, they Bave shown a disposition to 
make permanent the endowment which the univer 
sity possesses, and [ think it would be only a rea- 
sonable extention of this law to make it apply to 
all funds that may be dcnated to tue universily, as 
well us to funds belunging to the university on ma- 
turing bunds. I cannot duuodt that the legislature 
will see the wisdom and propriety of doing this, 
and | therefore make the donation conditional 
upon the passage of an act to curry out this object 
in accordance With the rule above meutioued at the 
next session of the geueral assembly; and upon the 
further condition that the fund shall be used for 
the purposes, and in the manner hereinafter men- 
tioned. 

‘here are hundreds and, I believe thousands of 
young men of good character in Georgia who are 
intellectual and ambitious to become useful, who 
desire to obtain a liberal education; some with a 
view to the profession of law, others the practice of 
medicine, 4nd some for the gospel mivistry, some 
enginueegs, architects, chemists, teaches, professors 
in colleges and other «aseful and honorable pursuits, 
some of whom have at their command pr uf the 
meaus necessary to board and clothe them, while 
e1:gaged in the pursuits of their studies in connec- 
tion with the uuiversity, Other young men may 


-be very brightand very worthy, who have none of 


the means necessary for board and clothing while 
engaged in their studies. I believe there are many 
young men of both classes mentioned, who would 
consider it their good fortune to be able to borrow 
ata reaSonable rate of interest a sufficient amount 
to carry them through college, or toenable them to 
graduate iu the particular prof.ssion or pursuit 
which they insenl to follow, and who would be 
willing after they had obtained an education and 
prepared themselves for business to refund the 
money as soon as they could make it after provid- 
tng for their livelihood in an eeonomical manuer, 
until they are able te pay it. 

Such a young man who takesa proper view of 
the subject, would not desire to incur more indebt 
edness than necessity required He.would be wil- 
ling forthe sake of obtaining an education to 
wear plain clotMing and be content with cheap 
board, if reasonably good and wholesome. 

I know from experience in early life the feelings 
of a youth desirous of educating himself without 
the means to do so; and the good fortune which a 
loan of money for support while engaged in study 
was considered as conferring upon the recipient. I 
recollect very well, too, that prudence dictated an 
economical course so as toincurno more indebt 
edness than was actually necessary. I preferred to 
live plainty and cheaply, and study hard; rather 
than be too much loaved with debt; but I consid 
ered myself very fortunate when I was able to bor- 
row the amount actually necessary forthe prose- 
cution of my studies even toa limited extent. 
And I doubt not there are atthis time large num- 
bers of roung men jn sjmular situations who are 
prompted by the same feelings. 

The object of this donation is to establish a fund 
in the hands of the university the int rest of which 
is to be loaned to young men of the character I 
mention. 

‘irst: To aid in part, such young men as may 
have some means, but not sufficient to carry them 
through the course selected by them, 

Secondly: To aid others why have no means, but 
who are brightand worthy and ambitious to sue- 
ceed. 1 desire that the university do this by joan- 
ing the interest Which may ace’ue from the princi- 
paleach year, to young men of the class above 
mentioned. No young man is to avail himself of 
the benefit of this fund uutilhe is eighteen years of 
age; each to sign a pledge of honor when he enters 
the college and cummences to receive the fund that 
he will refund the amount he receives to the uni- 
versity as soon after he completes his course of 
study as he may beable to make it, living econom- 
ically in the meantime; and as this obligation, 
given during the minority of the student would not 
be legally bindiug, let him «l+o pledge himself that 
when twenty-one years of age he will give to the 
university his obligation legally binding for the 
payment of said sum as aforesaid with 4 per cent 
per annum interest upon the same. ‘ 

As each will incur indebtedness by borrowing 
the means necessary to educate himself, «ach will 
become wore self-reliant, which wiil be better for 
him in the end, if he is manly and possesses talent, 
than if the amount had been given him. 

And as tuition is now free in the university, I di- 
rect that not more than twe hundred dollars per 
annum shall be loaned to any student, to bead 
vanced to him monthly during the scholastic year. 
But interest to commence to run on the amount 
advanced on each year at the end of the vear. 
Having no tuition to pay a young man with elose 
economy mnay be able te get along upon that sum: 
and mavy who have part of the means necessary 
will not desire so much. : 

I earnestly urge upon each recipient of the fund 
the importance of paying back the money as 
promptly as possible; and I trust each will consider 
li a sacred obligation, as the payment increases the 
amount to be loaned to others, who will be anxious 
to receive the same benefits enjoyed by himself. 

If there should be a larger number of promising 
young men apply for the benefits of the loan than 
can be accommodated, then I direct that the trus- 
tees of the university provide for a selection of re- 
cipients from time to time, in such manner as in 
their judgment may be most fair and 
equitable. My wish is that they may be selected as 
impartially as may be from all parts of the state, 
sO that each section may be represented. If there 
are many applicants and it can conyeniently be 
done, I think a competitive examination might be 
best, but there will, no doubt, be many cases, where 
this cannot ,be had without difficulty: and where 
the young man is very brivht and worthy in which 
case the appointment can very safely be made with- 
outa competi ive examination. 

1 wish such young men selected as are bright, 
and of good moral character, apt to learn, rea- 
sonable health, and ambitious to prepare them- 
selves for usefulness. I do not wish to make a do- 
nation to students, but to place a fund in the hands 
of the university which it will loan them in aid of 
Sets education, to be paid back by them as afore-

The ge: eral prbvisions above mentioned are sub- 
ject to the following qualincation: 

I desire that the sum of one thousand dollars in- 
terest accruing annually from the said principal 
sum af fifty thousand dollars as above mentioned, 
be used by the board of trustees aforesaid to aid 
young mento pursue their studies in the North 
Georgia Agricultural college at Dahlonega, upon 
the sume terms as prescribed for students at the

olina, andin the mountains of northeast Georgia; 
| and the first credit 1 reeeived for money in aid of 
iIny education was in the counyy of Auderson, 5. 
v, In which Calhoun academy. where I com- 
menced my studies, is located. 

The mountain section abuve mentioned was the 
theatre of my early struggle with poverty, in iy at- 
tempt to educate myself; and i wish to pay its peo- 
ple who have sympathized with and supported me, 
in every emergency. this smali tnbute of my grate- 
ful recollection. As the amounts loaned students 
at Dahlonega are returned, | wish them to be added 
to the principal which is set apart out of taesum of 
fifty thousand dollars donated as above, to raise 
the said sum of one thousand dollars annually for 
said college at Dahlonega, so thatit may accumulate 
as in cuse of the fund set apart for students of the 
university at Athens, both being placed upon the 
Same principle of accumulation. 

f the North Georgia Agricultural college should 
at any time be discontinued, wifich I trust may 


grade should take its place at Dahlonega or in any 
of the mountain counties of northeast Georgia, 
thatis not denominational! in its character, the bene- 
fits intended for the North Georgia Agricultural col- 
lege at Dahlonega are to be transierred to the stu- 
dent of sucn college or high, school, as may be 
selected by the board of trustees of the state uni- 
versity, to lake its place in said section o' country. 

lf, unfortunately, there should be at any time in 
the future :.osuch school keptin said section of 
northeast Georgia, for as much as five years, then 
the fund set apart for that purpose shall be trans- 
ferred to che university at Athens, and become part 
of the fund to be expended iu aid of the students 
there % the manner and on the terms already men- 
llioned. 


enough applicants for the fund, of good mora! 
character and promise, to consume the amount of 
interest accruing during that 5 ear, the accrued in- 
terest not so used, is to be added to the principal 
and placed at interest to be applied to the purposes 
already designaied. 

in case of the fund to be loaned to young men at 
Dahlonega, as living is Cheaper than at Athens, | 
direct that not more than one hundred and fifty 
dollars annually be loaned to any young mau, 
whileengauged iu the pursuit of his studies, to be 
paid to him monthly, the interest for each to com 
mence at the end of the year. The amountin each 
case May seem small, but a young man without 
means, Whe is not willing to live economically to 
secure an education; or who is willing to goin 
debt to obtain larger means to be expended in bet- 
ter living or for gieater display at college, is not, in 
my opinion, the person most likely to succeed, or 
most wort.-y to be trusted with funds which he is 
expected to return. 

Any young man who pursues his studies for the 


purpose of preparing himself for the ministr: in 
uny of the churches, and who, after the comp) tion 
of bis studies, devotes his time and talent under 
authority of his churchto the work of the ministry 
as his profession or business, shall enly be required 
to return to the university one half the amount re- 
ceived by him, with iuterest as aforesaid. 

Any young man, studying to prepare himself for 
the profession of medicine, may pursue his studies 
in Augurta, where the medical departmentof the 
university is located. 

No partof the fund herein mentioned shall atany 
time be paid as fees, commissions, salary or other- 
wise to the trustees or auy officer or agentof the 
trustees. 

As the fund is donated to aid poor but worthy 
young inen to secure a liberal education, I have 
full contidence that the trustees and officers of the 
university, with whom 1 have azted long, and 
their successors will, as heretofore in all cases con- 
nected with their trust, administer this as part of 
‘the funds of the university for the good of all, for 
the usual salaries which the officers wouid receive 
if no such fund existed, 

If itshould atany time become necessary to em- 
ploy counsel to collect moucy due from any one 
who borrowed it asa student, and isable to pay it 
back, and who refuses to do so, then it will be ex- 
pected that the usual fees be paid tosuch counsel, 
und some attorney might, in such case, be em- 
ployed to look generally after such coilections, and 
see thatthe university dves not suffer loss by inat- 
tention to such collection, 

i reserve to my teur sons, Julius L. Brown, and 
Joseph M Brown, Elijah A. Brown, and George M. 
Brown, each the right toselect one young man to 
receive the benefits of the loan, and as the one se 
lected graduates or leaves college, to select a succes- 
sor, 8O that each may constantly during his natural 
life keep one student of his own selection in the 
Univerrity, asa recipient of the use of the funds 
necessary in his case, subject to the regulations 
above specified, and in Case any one or each of my 
sons shall select a kinsman as near tohim as the 
fourth degree of consanguinity, such student shall 
have the benefit of the fund free from the obliga- 
tions to refund it to the University, if my said son 
so direct, all other selections to be made under the 
rules and regulations to be prescribed by the board 
of trustees as already mentioned. 

And my said sons and the survivors or survivor of 
them shall have all the usual rights of visitation, 
with power to see that the trust assumed by the 
hoard of trustees in behalf of the university is just- 
ly and faithfully administered, and in case the trust 
is unjustly, illegally or wrongfully abused, to pro- 
ceed in the propercourt to recover back the funds 
for the use of my legal heirs; but neither my heirs 
nor any one of them shall bave the right to recover 
bac® the said fund on account of any techuical or 
inadvertent failure to carry out the trust, if there 
has not been an important or substantial failure to

The survivor of my said four sons may by his will

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BABIES IN MIDSUMMER. 


How to Treat the Little Creatures When the Mercury 
in Away Up. 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 


It is a pretty big job to pilot a baby through 
a summer's ogy aign. A prominent Cincin- 
nati physician being interviewed the other 
day expressed the opinion that a baby should 
never be given milk save from the breast of 
its mother, or, if that be impossible, from the 
breast of a foster mother. He stated that so 
many ofthe dairy cows nowadays are con- 
sumptive or otherwise diseased that in the 
first place their milk, even if unadulterated, 
is poisonous. Again, he said that the cows’ 
milk is jolted for hours in hot weather before 
it is delivered to ¢ onsumiers and thus is liter- 
ally churned. ‘hus it emi- 
nently unfit for the use of infants. 
The conduct of mothers who nurse their 
children from the breast was also _— “dd to. 
Frequently it is the case that mothers become 
overheated and wrought up over t! 1e washtub 
and other household duties and their milk is 
then unfit for a child to drink.. A baby’s 
stomach is irritable and tender. It is over- 
loade with milk and it becomes a source of 
pain, just as a cinder does wiien it flies into a 
person seye. Remove the cinder and relief 
tollows. The b aby throws up the miik and 
the pain ceases, unless it be hot we ather, when 
it goes off through the bowels and sickness re- 
sults. So itis with solid food, only in a more 
pronounced degree. Therefore’ solid

food 
should not be given an infant until it is able 
to masticate its food; especially starch food, 
such as potatoes, etc., should be avoided. 

One great mistake mothers make is to suckle 
their children every time they cry. That is 
notright. fLhey ought not to give them the 
breast oftener than once in two hours at first, 
and this interval ought to be lengthened to 
three hours after awhile. During the night 
they should not suckie them more frequently 
than once. The proper thing to do is to give 
them a drink or water. The little things are 
Oftener thirsty than hungry. The doctor 
said that ice should be given the little ones in 
abundance while®* they are teething. It re- 
‘. lieves and cools the hot, inflamed gums, and 
the baby does not swallow enough ice-water 
to hurt it, because it wastes the greater part 
of it. 

The use of flannels on babies all through 
the summer was animadyverted upon severely. 
The doctor declared that chil iren should be 
clad to suit the weather. Such atemperature 
as the last week hus proved to be required the 
use Of flannels, but in very warm weather the 
infants ought to be allowed about one

There hasscarcely been a day during the past 
week that afew of the more ferocious anti- 
Stephens organs have not threatened a bolt if 
the minority do not have its way.

THE RAILROAD COMMISSION. 

In THE Constitution of Sunday we printed 
in full the decision of Judge Simmons in the 
case of the Georgia railroad against the Geor- 
via railroad commission. The decision isa 
very important one as acontribution to the 
settlement of doubtful or disputed points in- 
volved in the relations between the railroads 
and the people. It is at very clear and very 
careful opinion, and will attract attention all 


over the country. 

The people are to be congratulated that 

with all the influence that powerful corpora- 
tions are: always able to muster every step 
taken since the establishment of the commis- 
sion has been in favor of the public. Wherever 
the courts have had an opportunity to pass upon 
the law, the principles upon which it is based 
havebeen mostemphaticallyreaftirmed. Judge 
Simmons’s decision is as strong in this direc- 
tion as the decision of Judge Woods. What 
are these principles? 
"1. That arailroad partakes of the nature of 
a public highway, and cannot be classed as 
private property—the managers and owners 
thereof being tht beneficiaries of the state to 
the extent of the extraordinary privileges 
granted. 

2. lf the people do not contribute money 
toward the construction of a railroad corpora- 
tion, they contribute the privileges enumer- 
ated in the corporation charters, which are 
of vastly more importance than money. 
When a railroad applies fer and accepts a 
charter at the hands of the state, it ac- 
knowledges$ in effect, its public 
character, and accepts the responsibilities 
growing out of such acknowledgment.

These principles being established in law 
and in fact, every other claim of the state fol- 
lows a3 a natural consequence—the right to 
regulate freights and fares, the right to pre- 
vent discrimination, and the right to compel 
the corporations to g ve the people the best 
service at their command. 

The truth is, the railroad commission of 
Georgia has accomplished a great work for 
Georgia. It has given the public the benefit 
of reasonable competition in the face of the 
most powerful combination the state has ever 
seen~.a combination which has swailowed the 
Oeniral,the Georgia,and all their branches,and 
which, but for fortuitous circumstances, would 
have swallowed the state road. Every serious 
objection made against the commission has 
been found to be groundless, and every pre 
diction by its opponents has failed of verifi- 
cation. It wassaid that the establishment 
of such a body, with power to regulate rates 
and fares, would not only cripple the rail- 
ways already in operation, but prevent the 
building of others. Capital, it was said, 
would be driven away, and enterprise would 
be compelled to seek other fields. So strenu- 
ously were these arguments, objections and 
predictions gmployed that THE ConsTiTuTION, 
first and last, has devoted a good deal of space 
to showing wherein the prophets and not the 
commission had failed. 

The facts in regard to the commission and 
its operations may be briefly summed up. 
Since the board was established the railways 
of the state have never been more prosperous, 
the returns to stockholders have never been 
nore satisfactory. There has never beena 
jay in the history of Georgia when so much 
‘oreign capital was invested in rail- 
‘oad enterprises; and the state bas never 
<nown a period of more rapid and substan- 
tial railroad development. These facts knock 
a good many theories in the head, but it is 
est thatthe theori es should be put to rout.

In the Case of Dr. Amos Fox, Chairman of the Board | 
of Police Commissioners—The Finance Pay 
Roll-The Balance Sheet—Bar-Room Li- 
censes— Petitions and Resolutions. 


Aldermen Beermann, Lowry and Healy, 
and Councilmen Brotherton, Pinson, Knapp, 
Ryan, Beatie, Anderson, Howell, Jolnson, 
Payne and Reynolds were present last night 
long before Mayor English appeared in the 
council chamber. There were no objections 
to the minutes of the last meeting as read and 
the balance sheet was: ‘Sanitary, $10,687.64; 
salary of officers, $8,875.24; public buildings 
and grounds, $1,581.04; streets and bridges, 
$9,148.36; cemetery, $1,254.54; public schools, 
$19,553 84; fire companies $10,000; psupers 
and relief, $746.62; contingent, $22,740.45; 
gas and fixtures, $5,666.25; police, $18,529.75; 
water works $22,070.73; total, $130,844.44. 

Many citizens petioned the council to re- 
voke the retail liquor license of Simons, 150 
Decatur street. J.C. Bridger was not granted 
permission to move his stable, as petitioned, 
in rear of his place of business, near the 
Broad street bridge. Citizens on Peters and 
McDaniel streets asked that the Macon and 
Brunswick road be required to bridge McDan- 
ie] street where it passes under the same, The 
street committee was asked to investigate a 
petition for the improvement of Fort street 
near Wheat, and to report upon same at the 
next meeting of the council. Mrs. Emeline 
Owens’s petition for a reduction of taxes was 
referred to the tax committee. Jacob Mole’s 
petition for free license to peddle on the 
streets was referred to the relief committee. 

The committee on contested claims and lit- 
igation was given tne petition of George Val- 
entine for payment of damage done his prop- 
erty by a damaged sewer. Thesame commit- 
tee was given the petition of Mrs. Jane 
Franks for damage occasioned by the tearing 
down of her house on Decatur street during 
the small-pox epidemic. Messrs. 8. B. Hoyt 
add John Thomas, the gentlemen tu whom 
the council delegated the power to assess the 
damage done the property of the ward of J. 
I). Simons by taking a strip off, reported the 
damage at $100, and the report was adopted.

The Abyssinian Library. 

The colored people do not seem to be taking 
avery lively interest in the library. The 
library hasaroom in the building opposite 
the Young Men’s library, but it is not fre- 
quented by the colored people, and the vol- 
-umes are left unread upon the shelves. There 
are about 1,800 books, mainly donated by 
white people. Before the Block fire the li- 
brary numbered about 200 members, but 
‘since then there are only about thirty names 
on the roll. The expenses ure twenty-two 
dollars per month, and as the dues are three 
dollars per anmum,.there must necessarily be 
ashortcoming every month. The collection 
of books is not calculated to attract the col- 
ored people, consisting largely of copies of 
the United States coast survey, patent office 
reports, reports of the commissioner of agri- 
culture, Greek grammars, f_urth readers, 
scientific books of various sorts, etc.

THE NEW COURT HOUSE. 


When it will be Ready fer the Court—Other Facts of 
Interest. 

Work on the new court house is progressing 
steadily, and by October the builaing will be 
in such shape that the superior court for 
that term will be held in the new court room. 
The building will be a magnificent one, and 
will be completed in every way by the first of 
January at a cost in round figures of $100,000. 
A bout $55,000 of this amount has been paid. 
The sidewalk floor of the building is about 
on a level with that of the Kim- 
ball house, which makes a_ basement 
capable of easy verftilation. In the basement 
will be the engine rooms and other apart- 
ments for storing coal, ete , with a large room 
to be called “Public Hall,” and in which it is 
intended to hold public meetings of various 
sorts, On the second orsidewalk floor will be 
four fire proof rooms, to be occupied by the 
sheriff and ordinary and the city court room 
with the jury rooms and judges’ chambers. 
On - the third tloor will be the 
superior court room, the clerks of 
the superior court, solicitor general's room, 
grand jury room, petit jury rooms, a library, 
and judge’s room. ‘There are other rooms to 
be put tothe various uses that may spring 
up. The building is to be warmed by steam 
in winter and cooled by 4 steam ventilator in 
summer. The towePis to be nearly 200 feet 
high, and four sides will present four deals of 
aclock. The _ building wil: front on Pryor 
street’ but willalso have an entrance on 
Hunter. The whole aftair will be fitted upin 
elegant styleand will beacredit to Fulton 
county. 

A WONDBHFUL MINE. 


A Gold Mine That Viclds Over a Hundred Thousand 
Dollars Per Ton. 

About six weeks ago a CONSTITUTION reporter 
called on Major A. Leyden and asked him for 
some facts about the wonderful gold mine in 
Colorado, in which he has become interested. 
Ma or Leyden told the reporter to call at some 
future day and he would give him all the 
facts. The reporcer was patient, and on yes- 
terday he met Major Leyden, and that gentle- 
man said: 

“Come up to my: house now, and I will 
show you some specimens of the ore from my 
gola mine,” : 

The reporter accompanied him to his home 
on Peachtree street, and was there shown 
some remarkably fine specimens of ore... The 
gold fairly glittered in the sides of-the rocks. 
A dozen specimens not averaging as large as 
a man’s fist were valued at $1,800. The re- 
porter asked for the promised revelation, and 
the major said: 

There is nothing that I desire to keep a 
secret any longer. The Georgia and Colorado 
mining property is probably the richest mine 
in the world. Itis not an undeveloped prop- 
erty, but has been worked for years, and is 
down three hundred and sixty feet with three 
cross cuts.”’ 

‘““Elave you any machinery out there?”

Bsteblishing UHUeadquarters, Dreiwing the Lines, 
Throwing Out Defenses and R cov. i' ring the 
Situetion—The Gossip of ne mvatgd 
Sk .teched—Henry Coun y at Lus. 


Barn +s’s men were the first on the field on 
Sunday morning, having come in from Au- 
gusta by the day train. Crowds of eager local 
politicians, and friends of the candidates, 
watched the entries on the hotel register, in 
order to take charge of the repositories of 
county opinion, as they made their appear- 
ance, Asrural celebrities were assigned to 
their rooms they were followed in lively order 
until the expressions, 
‘“‘Howdye, colonel.’’ ‘‘Why, eolonel!”’ *‘I’m 
delighted to see you, colonel,’ became as 
normal sounds in the air. The efternoon 
trains Of Sunday made a _ percepti- 
ble addition to the public squares, and soon 
the establishment of the different headquar- 
ters became a matter of curious intérest, for 
it was whispered that in several of them not 
only would the weary delegate be welcome to 
rest bis limbs in the easy chair, but if they 
were thirsty they might also find something 
in the back room. This, however, may have 
been the outcome of lively imaginations, full 
As the 
gentlemen from the borders of Okefenokee 
began to lose tke rough edge toward the gentle- 
men from the foothills§of the Blue Ridge® 
and the representatives from the Ala- 
bama slip fuund acquaintance 
among the sons_ of the Carolina 
side, many expressions of opinion were freely 
interchanged. ‘The Augusta square, of course, 
were all known to be Stephens adherents, 
while many of those from along the lower 
Chattahoochee were uninstructed, and are, 
therefore, the silent quantity in the struggle.
